COUNTESS AND BARONET'S 
“SON WOUNDED. 

London, March 28—The Coun- 
tess de Janze and Mr, Raymond 
Vincent de Trafford (27), third 
and youngest son of Sir Humph- 
rey de Trafford, wére involved in 
an amazing shooting drama at the 
Gare du Nord as the four o'clock 
boat train for London. was about 
to lenve on Saturday: afternoon,

Both are now lying In hospital 
In a critical condition. Mr. de 
Trafford had, entered a’ first-class

Tt was' discovered that the card 
had been pulled in Mr. de Traf- 
ford's compartment, and when the 
carringe ‘door was pened both he 
and the Countess were found to he 
suffering from vrevelver wounds.

pR. ALISON'S EXPERIENCES 
IN THE EAST. 


“Tho great trip hag gone on at 
aveh a pace, one might about as 
reasonably nsk a spectator to write 
a description of a film whilo it is 
passing before his eyes.” 

In these terms, Dr. Alison, Inte 
hendmaster of George Watson's 
College, offers the editor of The 
Watsonian his apology for not be- 
ing able to more fully describe his 
world tour to date.” His letter is, 


You have heard something of 
our visit to the American contin- 
ent, where Watsonians — scom ‘to 
be spread vory thickly from New 
York to Vincouver, but nothing 
of what happened § afterwards, 
writes Dr. Alison. : 


Well, .our ship’s first trans- 
Pacific pert of call was Yokohama, 
where there was wo Watsonian. 
Before we reached that port I re- 
ecived a wireless mesage inviting 
us to, dine in the Yokohama Club 
with six Edinburgh school. boys, 
an invitation which we most glad- 
ly accepted. The schools repre- 
sented were FPettes, Heriot’s, the 
Institution, Royal High School, and 
Gillespie’s, and it touched me to 
find myself adopted by this genial 
band of exiles .as their own old 
headmasters would have been. 

Ti was a fine exdmple of the 
apirit of good comradeship’ and 
good sportsmanship that ‘exists 
among the Edinburgh schools. 

Next morning we had aview by 
davtight of the city of. ruing eanse { 
by the earthquake two or three 
yours.ago. After a day's railway 
journey we reached Kyoto, the an- 
cient capital, and visited its pala- 
ces and temples. Here we heard 
a Japanese play, 

Tt‘was a tragedy, for atthe end 
af the last act the stage was fairly 
littered with corpses, 

In Kohe, where we rejoined our 
ship, we dined with three Wat-

From Hongkong we maie a very 
interesting trip to Canton, where 
we spent a day and a night with 
W. Stratton, the manager of the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway, The 
Chinese soldiers, who had been 
earlicr a grave danger to every- 
body beeause of their lack of dis- 
cipline and their looting propen- 
sities, were apparently well in 


hand, and marched, about. in a 
quite orderly fashion. 

In Malaya we saw rubber and 
tea estates and tin’mines, and met 
a large number of enthusiastic 
Watsoniang in Singapore, 
Lumpur, Ipoh, and Penang. 

Our next visit _ was to Ceylon 
and its rubber.and tea and cocoa- 
nut plantations.

Exciting Scenes in Tipperary. 


A serious revival of agrarian 
disturbances is reported from Co. 
Tipperary, says the Times Dublin 
correspondent, where exciting 
scenes were witnessed. Recently 
the Free State Land Commission 
acquired 3000 acres of the Loran 
estates, midway ‘between Roseres 
and Templemore, und decided to 
distribute the land among’ Jand- 
less men. It allotted certain hold. 
ings to families fnom other parts 
of the country, to the intense an- 
noyanee of the local inhabitants, 
who demanded that they “alone 
shotld share the distributed land. 

When the new tenants arrived, 
the local people organised a big 
demonstration. Having mobilised 
all the available young men, they 
marched with several bands to 
the Loran estate, where they pro- 
ceeded to maltreat the so-called 
usurpers, At first they confined 
their activities to booing and in- 
sultingg remarks, but afterwards 
theid indignation broke all bounds 
and they drove the unfortunate 
people, from their farma, handling 
them severly, 

While these disturbances were 
in progress, news was conveyed to 
the Civie Guards: at one of the 
nelghbouring towns, with the re- 
sult that a substantial force of 
police was hurried to the scene in 
motor lorries. Their ‘arrival put 
a stop to the demonstration, and 
after 2 short struggle, sixteen of 
the rioters were arrested. They

Band ining must be kept free 
from embedded grit ands metal 
particles by frequent washing and 
brushing and no? metal wires 
should protrude through — the 
fabric surface. " Grooves worn in 
drum surfaces should be smoothed 
out by means of emery cloth. 
Drums should run trie and their 
surfaces should be flat and free 
from ridges. Rivet heads’ should 
be ‘kept well below the rubbing 
surface of the lining. Drums of 
hard stee! are desirable on account 
of possessing sreater resistance to

DESPERATE EFFORTS AT 
ARSENAL,

night in mall week a great fire was 
seen inside the Plumstead Marsh

Australia asa 1 innd of big wages 
and short hours (for the towns- 
man), and as a land of many 
strikes, wag described by the Rev. 
Dr, Norman Maclean, St. Cuth- 
bert’s Moddrate-Designate of the 
Church of Scotland, during the 
course of a lecture, “The Seot at 
the Antipodes, his exploits and his’ 
humour,” which he delivered in 
‘|the United Free Church Assembly 
Hall, Edinburgh, recently. - 

’ Dr, Maclenn sald there was 4 
great change over tha. splrit-of 
Australia. Big eities were. enting 
up the continent. The amazing 
thing waa that in 90 years the city 
of Melbourne had grown to one 
milllon inhabitants. Half the 
ponulation of the State of Victoria 
were massed in’ one city. Over- 
grown cities had been in all ages 
the graveyards of. civilisation. 

The reason for this feature of 
Australid was that they had adopt- 
ed a policy of encournging their 
own industries. It looked a right 
enough policy, They shut out the 
manufactured goods of other coun- 
tries by tariff, and, under its pro- 
teetion, a great wage bill could 
he pdid, because the factory wag 
secure of selling its products at 
inflated prices. The poor » man 
| working on the Jand paid for it. 

The lowest wage for unskilled’ 
workmen in Melbourde was £4, 
17a, 6d., and the native who could
